Hie purpoeo of this letter is to strongly support the FEC filing executed by the
National Reform Party Steering Committee, by its Chairman, Ralph Copeland,
on November 6,1998.

It has come to our attention that there has been some opposition to this filing. It is our
understanding that those persons who have positions within the opposing faction have
only been appointed, not elected to those positions.
